Cuban Resolutions to Be Forced 
the 
Senate—Night 
Sessions, 
Necessary—No Definite Plan of Pro- 
Cediags in the House—Washing- 
ton News. 


Washington, Jan. 23.—The 
outlook 
as to the proceedings in the senate for 
the present week is not very 
clear. 
Nothing is certain except that Senator 
Sherman and others of the supporters 
of the Cuban resolutions will attempt 
to force them to a finality. 
Whether 
they will succeed in this will depend 
upon various considerations, the most 
im portant of which is the question as 
to whether the legislative, 
executive 
and judicial appropriation bill shall be 
passed in advance of the Cuban debate 
by the committee on appropriations. 
Senator Cullom, who is a member of 
both the committee on appropriations 
and the committee on foreign relations, 
and who will have charge of the legis­ 
lative bill in the senate, had not decided 
definitely what his course would be 
when spoken to upon the question, but 
indicated that the appropriation 
bill 
could not be delayed for a great length 
of time on account of any other matter. 
Senator Hale, who is leading the op­ 
position to the conference report on the 
Cuban resolutions, is the second mem­ 
ber of the committee on appropriations 
and his influence will naturally be cast 
lor the displacement of the Cuban dis­ 
cussion by the appropriation bill. It is 
confidently expected that the legisla­ 
tive bill will be disposed of during the 
week, so as to have it out of the way 
for the postoffice bill, which is to be the 
next 
appropriation 
bill 
reported. 
There probably will be two or three 
days of debate upon this bill. 
Senator Sherman hopes to be able to 
continue the consideration of the Cuban 
question until it shall be concluded. 
He says he thinks it can be disposed of 
by Tuesday and that he probably will 
ask the senate to sit at night until the 
vote can be reached. 
Senator Hale says, however, that he 
does net fear night sessions, and that 
he has no purpose of prolonging the de­ 
bate for the purpose of delay. Among 
those who still desire to speak are Sen­ 
ators White, Vilas, Palmer, Platt and 
Turpie. 
Senator Mills may also 
be 
heard on the pro-Cuban side of the 
question. 
No definite program has been ar­ 
ranged for the house this week. The 
naval appropriation bill, which is the 
next supply bill to be taken up, has 
not yet been reported to the house, and 
until it is that body will drift along 
occupying itself with such minor m at­ 
ters as may be called up by the com­ 
mittees. 
- 
It is thought, however, that the naval 
bill will be reported by Wednesday or 
Thursday at the farthest. The public 
lands committee has several minor bills 
which can be called up, as have also the 
judiciary, foreign affairs and banking 
and currency. 
The most important of the latter is 
the bill permitting national banks to 
take out circulation up 
to the 
par 
value of their bonds. 
Today, under the rules, is District oi 
Columbia day.

THE BRITISH PREMIER TALKS

a review of the subject confirms 
my 
conviction that it is true. As bearing 
upon the question whether the collec­ 
tion and the use of the funds are for 
reasonable and legitimate nomination 
expenditures, I add that the fund which 
it was planned to raise was to be $250,- 
OOO, a sum which could not be needed 
except for illegitimate purposes.

were very simple and clear. 
“Such a movement is unfair and un­ 
just toward the other candidates, in 
whose behalf it is certain no such large 
sums of money are being raised or 
used. The interests of the republican 
party will be seriously injured by de­ 
manding and receiving such large con­ 
tributions from the representatives of 
protected interests. It has been a con­ 
tinued cause of attack by the opponents 
of protection—the belief that the sys­ 
tem has been maintained, republican 
victories achieved and particular tariff 
schedules secured from congress 
by 
the money of manufacturers. 
W hat­ 
ever may be said in justification of 
reasonable contributions 
from 
such 
interests toward the expense of presi­ 
dential and congressional elections af­ 
ter the nominations are made, a sys­ 
tem of using money to control repub­ 
lican nominations for office would be 
scandalous in the highest degree and 
fatal to all attempts to maintain the 
purity and honesty of the party organi­ 
zation.”

the same advice is not given to the pm- 
ployer who is a lawbreaker.

The mountaineers drew revolv­ 
ers on the jailer’s frightened wife and 
daughter and they got the keys and 
gave them to the mob. Murphy was 
found praying for mercy. He begged 
hard for his life, but if they would kill 
him he begged not to be dragged or 
choked to death. He was roughly 
dragged out and hanged to the nearest 
tree. Murphy and his victim were 
both miners. Murphy leaves a widow 
and several children at Junction City, 
Ky. Huntsville is near the Kentucky 
line. 


Indianapolis Rioters In Jail. 
Indianapolis, March 23.—The author­ 
ities are showing activity in running 
down the* ringleader in the riot Sat­ 
urday night, and nine arrests have 
beeen made, six of them non-union 
molders and three belonging to the 
striking 
faction. The

are held for shooting with intent to 
kill and for inciting to riot, and owing 
to the dangerous condition of Davis 
Walker, one of the wounded men, bail 
is refused. The unionists are charged 
with inciting to riot. Sunday the tu r 
bident district was closely patrolled by 
the police, but there were no disturb­ 
ances.

f RELIEF FOR B A N K S. 


Treasury Flan to Remove Stringency Im 
Western Money Market. 
W ashington, March 23.—An impor­ 
tant step to relieve the growing strin­ 
gency in the money m arket in the w est 
has been decided upon at the treasury: 
department. 
R eports from 
western 
banks have indicated that rates 
fo r 
money were climbing upward, and th at 
the banks in some cases were paying 
7 and 8 per cent for- loans between 
themselves. The western banks are tor 
be allowed to bold a little larger per­ 
centage in money of the bonds whiclr 
they intrust to the treasury to securer 
public deposits than they have hereto­ 
fore been allowed. 
These deposits, a t 
the close of last week, were $15,021,668. 
The policy was adopted about a yea* 
ago of calling in IO per cent of these* 
deposits with the banks, in order to 
contract the redundant circulation, and 
this IO per cent will now he restored. 
The money is not in any case trans­ 
ferred from the treasury to the banka, 
hut is covered into the banks by in­ 
ternal revenue collectors and other pub­ 
lic officers for the convenience of lip ­ 
service. The change of policy simply 
contemplates 
the 
accumulation 
o f 
these funds to a slightly larger am ount 
before they are called into the treas­ 
ury.

Altogether 125.000 
barrels of oil were destroyed, most of 
it refined.

H is fath er, Judge L orrain T. Pease, 
w as th e fifth in descent from John 
Pease, w ho founded th e tow n of E n­ 
field, and his m other, S arah M arshall, 
w as lineally descended from Captain 
Sam uel M arshall who com m anded the 
W indsor com pany 
in 
th e fam ous 
Swam p F ig h t w ith th e Indians under 
K ing Philip, w here he w as killed a t 
abe head of his troops. 
Mr. Pease 
w as educated in Connecticut and em 
ployed in th e post office a t H artford 
till about tw enty-three years of age 
a t w hich tim e he accom panied his 
fath e r, who had been appointed re­ 
ceiver of public m oney a i th e land 
office in Green Bay, in th e th en ter 
rito ry of W isconsin, since w hich tim e 
Mr. Pease has been a resident of Wis­ 
consin, except for tw o years 
during 
w hich he was em ployed in a govern­ 
m en t position in W ashington.

Pease moved to Janesville in 1843, 
Bince w hich tim e th e history of his 
life can be read in all th e im portant 
events th a t have led to th e building 
u p of th e city for m ore th a n one-half a 
cen tu ry .

D uring his early life he had been ed­ 
ucated as a surveyor and a fte r moving 
lo Janesville he surveyed nearly all 
th e old p a rt or th e city and m ost of 
th e CDuuty. 
He studied law in the 
office of th e late Judge W inton and 
w as adm itted to th e b ar in 
1848.

tice of his profession till w ith in a few 
years. 
He w as one of th e organizers 
of Christ church and for m any years a 
w arden in th a t society.

order In the city. In politics he w as a

From the early days of his settle­ 
m ent Mr. Pease has been identified 
w ith th e 
m oral, educational, social 
and business interests of Rock County. 
Religiously he is a com m unicant of 
the P rotestant Episcopal church,

w hich his parents also belonged.

politics he w as a Jeffersonian demo­ 
crat, and was elected by th e people 
to 
various tow n, city and county 
offices.

public schools Mr. 
Pease has alw ays been a friend and 
supporter.

He was also a 
directer of the Land G rant Railroad 
Company, know n as th e W isconsin & 
Superior Company, u n til itB consolida­ 
tion w ith th e N orthw estern Company. 
D aring the years of 1853 and 1854, the 
city cf 
Janesville delivered to the 
Rock River Valley Union 
Railroad 
Company 887,000 
in bonds bearing 
8 per cent, interest, running tw enty 
years, th e company agreeing to pay 
the interest and principal of th e same. 


Staved th e City Honey. 
B ut the com pany became bankrupt 
after having disposed of the bonds, 
and the in terest was not paid. 
The 
validity of this issue of bonds wan 
much questioned, but men of respon­ 
sibility considered them good and be­ 
lieved th a t eventually

AN

Three Hundred H orse Pow er Machine 
of the Corliss Style, Is Ordered— 
Improvements W ill C ost Close to 
$10,000—To Be Ready 
by N ext 
July. 


The water of Rock river will soon 
cease to turn the wheels at the lower 
cotton taill, and 6teaoi will take its 
place.
